Looking oat over the broad Atlan- 
tic we cinild see in fancy the ship 
of John t'ahui. in whose honor the 
tower is named, cautioii:;ly approiuh- 
ing the rocky coast of llie Island in 
the year 1-I!t7. after a lltty day voyage 
from Uristol. 

11 was a small ship in which to sail 
the slorniy AtlaJilic, being of about 
fifty tons hiirden. It wa.'i named the 
■■.Matthew," and Cabot was coininls- 
sionetl by King Henry VII, lo "seek 
out, discover and find whatsoever 
isles, I'egions, countries or provinces 
of llie heathens and inndels, whatso- 
ever they be, and ii] what.soever pan 
ot the world, which before this time 
have been unknown to all Chrlstiane." 

Tliat was a romantic tiuest if you 
like. Bui the king had an eye to busl- 
nes.s for he bargained with Cabot that 
he was lo lecelve one lifth of the 
prolils of the voyage, together with 
the piospeci of (he enlargement of 
lerritoiy, for he autliorlzed him to 
raise the Eugli.sli Hag wherever he set 
root. 

The ambition of Cabot was to dis- 
cover a Xorth-wesL paasuge to Calhay 
and Cipango, which are better known 
ill these days us Chin-a and Japan. 

Can we not imagine tliat little ve,s- 
sel setting forlli from the Avon, over 
four hnndr;;d years ago, cheered by 
the good folks of Hrl-slol, who saw in 
the e.xpedition a defiance to the 
Spaniard and the lir.st stop lowards 
British dominion oversieas. 

That voyage was Indeed a moment. 



aiiia'/.ed, and his repoit, on his return 
lo England, attracted numbers of 
fisliermeii lo the new ricli lishiiiK 
groniidn. Normans, Hretons, UasiUies, 
T'ortnguese and Spaniards, they all 
canie for a share hi the pri'/:e, and 
traces of their presence on the Islaiul 
are found in the strange niixluie of 
languages 'found in the place names 
along the coast. 

The ex](lolt of John Cabot was brief- 
ly chronicled in the at-counls of the 
Privy Purse Expenditure: — ■'UltT, 
August lOtli. to hyni that found I his 
New Isle £10." 

In a Si. Jolm's evening paper we 
eume 'across anollier ancient lecovil. 
It was a copy of a letter wrllteii by 
a Venetian resldeni of London lo his 
brother in Venice, dated August 23rd. 
1497. A porilon Is u.s follows: — 

'■The Venetiaii, qui- countryman, 
who went wilh a ship from Bristol, 
In quest of new islands, is returned, 
and says that 7I>0 league.s lieiice. lie 
discovered land, the territory of (he 
Grand Cham. He toasted 'for Hon 
leagues and landed; saw no Iminaii 
beings, but he liua brouglil Hither to 
the King certain snares which liad 
been set to catch game, and a needle 
for making nets: lie also found some 
felled trees whereof lie supposed lliere 
were inhabitants and returned Id his 
ship In alarm." 

Who were these people that Cabot 
referred to? Ueyond doiibi they were 
the Beothics, the aboriginal hiliabi- 
tants ot Newfoundland. Later voy-

He started his work 
aionc in the open-air on Mile End Waste, moved by the godless 
condition of the throngs of humanity in the east end of London. 

There arc godless throngs to he found everywhere. Many 
can be rharncLcrized a.s "lovers of pleastire more than lovers of 
God," while of others it may be said that "they have a form of 
godliness but deny the power thereof," 

Ihey are not to be reached by ordinary means, so why not 
adopt extraordinary tactics and surprise them in the very 
stronprholds where they least expect to hear about such things 
as Chri.st and His Salvation, sin, judgment, retributioji and Hell? 

Let Augu.st be memorable in Salvation Army history in this 
ro-.infry for the number of daring, aggressive Open-air engage- 
ments fc-us;ht and the number of prisoners captured for Christ.

EDUCATION IN 
NEWFOUNDLAND 

New Act IS coiiiicieiitSy eiip^cted 

to make for improvement — Sal- 

vatjon Army steadily increasing 

its Educational Work 

THE SYSTEM of edueation in 
Newfoundland is denominational. 
That is lo say each rclijEfons de- 
nomination has its own schools, the 
Stale proviillnc an annual appropri- 
ation on a capitation basis. The dia- 
bursinB al the funds lies In the hands 
of the superintendents ot schools and 
the Boards of Education tor the vari- 
ous districts into which the iBland Is 
divided. 

Considering liow the population is 
dispersed over a rar-slietching sea- 
board the restdts of the system have 
always been regarded as creditable. 

The passing ot the Education Act 
last year will undoubtedly make for 
the further improvement of education 
in the Island. This act provides 'for 
the eatabliBhment nf a BnrGaii of 
Education, to be presided over by the 
Prime Minister with the title of Pre- 
sident of the Bureau ol Education in- 
stead o[ a Department of Education 
presided over by a Minister of Educa- 
tion. The education of the children is 
now under the direction, guidance and 
control of twelve persons cf experi-' 
ence. whose duty it is to study, con- 
sider and decide on the edtitntional 
problems of the country. 

Composition of Bureau 

The Bureau is composed of the 
Prime MiniBtor, Iwo Secretaries and 
three Superintendents and six other 
persons proportionally represeiitative 
of the religious denominations to be 
appointed from time to time by the 
Governor in Council and to serve on 
Ihe Bureau for three years at a time. 

This Bureau will exercise a general 
control over the educational system 
of the Island and enforce the pro- 
visions of the Education Act. 

It also has authority to appoint 
supervising Inspectors and to prepare 
rules and regulations to govern their 
duties; to order a ceu.sus nf children 
between the ages (rt six and fourteen; 
to recommend Icxt-hoolts and appara- 
tus for the use of schools, booiis for 
school libraries and plan.^ for the con- 
struction and furnishing oi' school- 
houses; and to act. as a Board of 
Appeal in coii.sideriup disputes. 

Other matters it will attend to are 
the arranging of educational Tacilities 
for very small .wlllrmciits where no 
denomination operates a scliool, and 
the encouraging of Boards of Educa- 
tion to organiKO the medical super- 
vision or inspection nf schools. 

According to the latest rctnrna 
there are now 1,161 schools in the 
Island, staffed hy a force of 1.59^ 
teachers and attended by over 60,000 
pupils, 

"The average daily attendance, how- 
ever, is 38,650. which causes the Sec- 
retary ot Education to remark in his 
report that "much further improve- 
ment In this connection would be de- 
sirable," He points out, however, 
that the large majority of the schools 
i^re rural, SIO being one teacher 
schools in country districts. 

Attendance is Improving 

"Meanwhile it is a hopeful sign to 
see that the attendance is Improving; 
and this together with the tact that 
the numbers in the highest grades are 
increaslne. indicates that parents are 
becoming more alive to the value of 
education for their children." 

The Salvation Army la steadily in- 
creasing Its educational work as it 
grows in numbers. During the past 
twelve years the number ot Army 
schools and departnicntB has grown 
from 52 to 32 and the teachers 'from 
62 to 102. In iwonty-ono seltloments 
The Army has the entire responsi- 
bility for education. The number ot 
pupils attending Army schools Is 
given in the latest report as 3,B17. 
The cquipmeut of the schools Is con- 
stantly being improved and the teacti- 
ers are ambitious to Improve their 
grades.
